Fear of Polio Now 
Deplored in State 


State Health Officer George 
W. Cox has turned the bright 
light of optimism on the hereto­ 
fore dark picture of polio in 
Texas, according to a recent re­ 
port to the Herald. 
Observing that the state’s 1000 
cases of polio since the y ear’s 
beginning has occurred among a 
population of 7 and one-half mil- 
ion people, the health official 
Thursday deplored “the attitude 
of hy steria that polio creates in 
a community .” 
That didn’t mean people should 
not 
be concerned, 
the doctor 
commented, for a case of illness 
in any form is good reason for 
great concern. 
“I’m 
talk ing about the fear 
that k eeps a person or a whole 
community 
f r o m 
think ing 
straight Of course each case of 
polio is an individual tVagedy 
for 
the 
family 
involved, 
but 
wholesale public panic simply is 
not justified.” 
He doesn’t want to encourage 
complacency 
either, 
the
